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«A  PORE  BENIGHTED  'EATHEN  BUT  A  FIRST-CLASS 
FIGHTIN'  MAN” 

Thus  Kipling  certified  the  valor  and  skill  of  the  Fuxzy-Wuzzies  of 
the  Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan,  who,  at  fighters,  were  always  on  the  run — 
forward.  This  "big  black  boundin’  beggar”  hat  the  typical  "  ’ayrick 
’ead  of  ’air”  which  gave  them  their  name  (sec  Bulletin  No.  1).

"IPLING’S  last  word-picture  “is 
painted,  and  the  tubes  are  twisted  and 
dried.”  But  even  the  oldest  colors  have 
not  faded.  His  works  are  a  vivid  geographic 
panorama  of  the  British  Empire,  admired  not 
only  for  fine  landscapes  and  striking  verbal 
portraits  of  racial  and  social  types,  but  also 
for  the  vast  expanse  of  the  picture — a 
romantic  account  of  his  nation’s  growth 
into  an  empire. 

Indeed,  to  keep  up  with  Kipling,  his 
reader  needs  to  keep  at  least  half  an  eye 
on  a  world  map.  Bom  in  India,  Kipling 
was  still  little  more  than  a  youth  when  he 
set  out  to  see  the  world.  Traveling  through 
China,  crossing  the  United  States,  honey¬ 
mooning  in  Japan,  accompanying  British 
troops  through  Africa  as  a  newspaper  cor¬ 
respondent,  settling  for  two  years  in  Ver¬ 
mont  and  for  the  rest  of  his  life  in  England — 
to  few  men  has  come  such  a  wide  range  of  travel  and  exj^rience.  Yet,  Kipling’s  globe-girdling 
was  even  more  extensive  in  print  than  in  person.  His  writings  touch  on  every  inhabited 
continent  and  sail  all  “seven  seas.” 

Where  East  Meets  West 

“East  is  East  and  West  is  West,  and  never  the  twain  shall  meet,”  he  declared.  But  they  do 
meet,  and  with  rare  understanding,  in  the  works  of  this  man  who  knew  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  of  much  of  humanity,  regardless  of  race  or  color.  Whether  they  talked  with  crowds 
or  walked  with  kings,  whether  the  “Colonel’s  lady  or  Judy  O’Grady,”  whether  “The  Man  Who 
Would  be  King”  or  Gunga  Din,  the  “better  man  than  I  am,” — Kipling  saw  all  and  wrote  of  all. 

He  is  most  esteemed,  perhaps,  for  accounts  of  outlying  realms  of  British  influence  and  the 
British  who  did  the  influencing.  “East  of  Suez”  was  his  specialty,  with  India  topping  the  list 
for  popularity  and  volume  of  descriptive  writing.  Untouchable  and  almost  unthinkable  before 
the  meteoric  Kipling  presentation,  India  since  has  been  a  glamorous  lodestone  for  travelers  as 
well  as  writers. 

From  Bombay  to  Afghanistan,  from  Simla  to  Calcutta,  from  Rangoon  to  Mandalay — the 
Kipling  trail  leads  through  red-walled  seething  cities  and  Himalayan  fastnesses  made  familiar 
in  “Kim,”  “Plain  Tales  From  the  Hills,”  “The  Jungle  Book,”  and  “Barrack  Room  Ballads.” 
It  was  Kipling,  more  successfully  than  the  academic  geographer,  who  introduced  to  the  world 
the  “idol  made  o’  mud,”  “the  tinkly  temple  bells,”  “the  peacock  round  the  corner  an’  the  monkey 
up  the  tree,”  and  the  Indian  Ocean  that  “sets  an’  smiles  so  sof’,  so  bright,  so  bloomin’  blue.” 

I  Sussex  "Beloved  Over  All” 

In  spite  of  India’s  exotic  beauty,  Kipling  could  be  equally  lyrical  about  the  land  of  his 
ancestors.  “England  is  a  garden  that  is  full  of  stately  views,”  he  wrote,  and  confessed  that 
Sussex — where  at  Bateman’s,  Burwash,  he  made  his  home — was  “beloved  over  all.”  There 
“Sussex  cattle  feeding  in  the  dew,”  “the  ferny  ride  that  steals  into  the  oak-wood  far,”  "the  little 
mill  that  clacks,  so  busy  by  the  brook,”  all  conspired  to  lay  a  spell  on  him,  enchantingly  revealed 
in  “Puck  of  Pook’s  Hill.” 

Other  English  scenes  attracted  him,  too:  “waters  level  with  fair  meads  all  goldenly  be¬ 
spread”  at  Oxford,  the  flower-decked  Cenotaph  to  the  World  War  dead,  and  the  "cheerful 
wilderness”  of  London,  where  Dick  Heldar  found  “The  Light  That  Failed.”  Of  “Tommy 
Atkins,”  “The  Irish  Guards”  and  “Jock  Gillespie”  he  wrote  fraternally,  enjoying  the  places 
and  people  of  all  the  British  Isles. 

When  Australia  became  a  Dominion,  he  welcomed  her  as  “Queen  of  the  Sovereign  South.” 
“bright-eyed  out  of  battle.”  Melbourne,  the  wild  tide-race  whipping  around  its  harbor-mouth. 
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"WHERE  THE  OLD  FLOTILLA  LAY.  .  .  THE  IRRAWADDY  RIVER 
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"THERE’S  A  BURMA  GIRL  A-SETTIN’.  •  . 

Because  mountains  and  jungles  barred  Burma  from  India  by  land,  British  soldiers  sailed 
up  the  Irrawaddy  River  from  Rangoon.  Sampans  from  India  along  shore  and  Burmese  sailing 
vessels  farther  out  dot  this  part  of  "The  Road  to  Mandalay,  where  the  flyin’  fishes  play’’  (see 
Bulletin  No.  1). 
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St.  Louis,  Host  to  N.E.A.  Convention 

Now,  for  the  National  Education  Association,  all  roads  lead  to  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 
There,  February  22-27,  will  be  held  the  66th  annual  convention  of  the  Department  of 
Superintendence. 

Visitors  arriving  by  plane  will  recognize  St.  Louis  as  a  gr^t  circular  patchwork  quilt, 
flung  over  the  ridgy  area  between  a  broad  curve  of  the  Mississippi  and  the  foothills  of  the 
Ozarks.  ‘  Drab  patches  are  blocks  of  red  and  yellow  brick  homes,  with  roofs  of  slate.  Even 
drabber  are  purplish  sections  of  warehouses  and  gray  factories.  A  huge  anchor-shaped  streak 
of  black  outlines  the  railroad  and  industrial  section,  curving  along  the  river  front  with  a  shaft 
cutting  through  the  city’s  heart.  White  and  creamy  patches  dotted  with  green  are  spacious 
and  dignified  homes.  Rich  green  are  the  65  parks  and  playgrounds. 

The  patchwork  extends  beyond  the  61  square  miles  of  St.  Louis  proper  into  the  lighter 
green  metropolitan  area  of  residential  suburbs,  and  eastward  into  Illinois,  where  more  factories 
smudge  its  fringes. 

Union  Station  Used  by  More  Than  25  Lines 

Those  who  approach  the  city  by  train  must  wonder  whether  St.  Louis  consists  entirely  of 
tracks,  on  which  countless  freight  and  passenger  cars  of  many  colors  string  along  interminably, 
enclosed  in  canyons  of  warehouses.  A^ut  25  lines  converge  on  Union  Station,  with  its  needle- 
thin  clock  tower,  making  it  the  terminal  point  for  the  greatest  number  of  different  railroads  in 
the  world. 

Visitors  soon  notice  that  the  word  most  glibly  used  to  describe  St.  Louis  is  “central.”  It 
is  almost  the  headquarters  for  Central  Standard  Time,  being  located  only  12  miles  east  of  the 
determining  meridian.  It  is  the  center  of  an  inland  waterway  system  connecting  29  important 
industrial  cities.  It  has  been  a  magnet  for  Mississippi  steamboats  from  the  first  landing  of 
the  General  Pike  at  the  levee,  in  1817,  until  railroads  won  the  transportation  contest  at  the 
close  of  the  19th  Century.  Measured  by  its  volume  of  railroad  traffic,  St.  Louis  is  second  only 
to  Chicago.  Five  transcontinental  highways  pass  through  the  city. 

Of  the  raw  fur  trade,  it  is  one  of  the  chief  centers  for  the  world.  St.  Louis  was  established 
in  1764  as  a  fur  trading  post.  Now  the  sale  of  pelts  in  the  city’s  markets  and  auctions  amounts 
to  about  20  million  dollars  a  year. 


Scores  of  Important  Industries 

Although  vital  as  a  commercial  center  for  distributing  resources  of  the  fruitful  Middle 
West,  St.  Louis  is  equally  as  great  as  an  industrial  center.  First  in  importance  is  the  slaughter¬ 
ing  and  packing  of  meat.  Leather  industries  are  a  logical  companion  to  slaughtering,  and  in  St. 
Louis  they  rank  second  in  importance,  supplying  enough  shoes  and  boots  for  almost  one-fifth 
of  the  United  States.  Half  a  hundred  establishments  concoct  drugs  and  chemicals.  Foundries, 
machine  shops,  and  smelters  produce  everything  metallic,  from  a  street  car  to  a  kitchen  stove. 
Lumber  yards,  cold  storage  plants,  breweries,  bakeries,  and  grimy  machine  shops  contribute 
little  to  the  beauty  of  the  city,  but  much  to  its  wealth. 

St.  Louis,  however,  is  not  a  city  of  work  alone.  Its  facilities  for  education  and  recreation 
are  well  developed.  Here  the  first  public  school  kindergartens  in  America  were  started  in 
1863,  and  a  decade  earlier  Washington  University  had  been  chartered  to  further  higher  education. 
The  medical  research  branch  allied  to  the  University  is  internationally  famous. 

A  special  pride  of  the  citizens  is  the  Jefferson  Memorial,  with  its  priceless  collection  of 
old  manuscripts.  Here  are  the  original  accounts  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition,  the  Burr- 
Hamilton  dispute,  the  third  largest  collection  of  Jeffersoniana  in  the  country,  and  relics  of  the 
Indian  mound-builders,  St.  Louis’s  earliest  inhabitants,  for  whom  it  is  called  the  “Mound  City.” 

The  Missouri  Botanical  Gardens,  thanks  to  citizen  Shaw,  are  perhaps  the  most  complete 
in  the  country,  with  500  different  varieties  in  the  rose  garden  alone.  The  St.  Louis  zoo  attempts 
to  eliminate  obvious  bars  and  cages,  and  shows  animals  in  a  natural  setting;  it  has,  nevertheless, 
the  largest  bird  cage  in  the  world. 

The  main  retail  business  section  of  St.  Louis  still  covers  the  site  selected  by  the  French 
fur  trader,  Laclede,  and  his  13-year-old  stepson,  Chouteau,  as  the  place  where  one  of  America’s 
finest  cities  would  eventually  grow.  The  old  St.  Louis  Cathedral,  on  Walnut  Street,  replaced 
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and  Sydney,  with  the  first  flush  of  tropics  in  its  blood,  he  praised  for  helping  to  raise  England’s 
standard  ‘‘where  the  clean  surge  takes  the  Leeuwin,  or  the  coral  barriers  rise.” 

Nor  does  he  overlook  Tasmania’s  Hobart,  ‘‘earnest  for  leave  to  live  and  labour  well,”  and 
New  Zealand's  Auckland,  “last,  loneliest,  loveliest,  exquisite,  apart,”  in  recalling  Britain’s 
dominions  down  under. 

Kipling  watched — and  chronicled — British  progress  in  extending  its  empire  through  Africa. 
From  Port  Said,  “where  everything  is  for  sale,”  his  writings  take  us  through  the  straight 
vista  of  the  Canal  and  all  the  way  to  Table  Bay  at  Capetown,  “by  rock  and  heath  and  pine.” 
“Boots — boots — boots — boots — sloggin’  over  Africa”  convinced  Kipling  and  the  world  as  well 
that  there  is  really  “no  discharge  in  the  war,”  whether  in  the  large  and  sunlit  land  of  South 
Africa,  where  “a  Boojer  is  always  a  Boer,”  or  “chasin’  Arabi  through  the  plagues  of  Egypt,”  or 
in  Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan  where  the  rock-strewn  ridges  and  scrub-topped  hills  of  the  desert  were 
troubled  and  alive  with  Fuzzy-Wuzzies. 

Canada’s  relationship  as  a  dominion  of  Great  Britain  Kipling  defined;  “Daughter  am  I  in 
my  mother’s  house,  but  mistress  in  my  own.”  All  across  the  country  of  “Our  Lady  of  the 
Snows”  from  Halifax,  “sleepless  and  veiled”  behind  the  mists  of  Nova  Scotia,  to  Victoria,  he 
exults  that  “the  tested  chain  of  Empire”  holds  fast.  The  bravery  and  fortitude  of  the  Grand 
Banks  fishermen  is  celebrated  in  “Captains  Courageous.” 

The  high  seas,  by  which  Britain  is  bound  together,  he  pictures  as  “the  ocean-meadows  all 
purple  to  the  stars,”  whether  “  ’mid  bergs  about  the  Ice-Cap,”  or  in  tropic  seas  where  the  “long- 
backed  breakers  croon  Their  endless  ocean  legends  of  the  lazy,  locked  lagoon.” 

Kipling,  in  fact,  explains  the  very  essence  of  geography :  the  whisper  of  wanderlust  that 
lures  the  explorer  and  pioneer  forever  to  “pull  out,  pull  out  on  the  Long  Trail — the  trail  that 
is  always  new.”

Telephones  for  the  Middle  Ages?  Yes,  in  Andorra! 

A  NEWS  report  from  the  Eastern  Pyrenees  calls  attention  to  the  needs  of 
Andorra,  one  of  the  tiniest  nations  in  the  world.  “We  want  telephones !” 
The  diminutive  republic  is  boiling  with  indignation,  for  there  is  not  a  single 
telephone  within  its  whole  191  square  miles.  While  France  and  Spain,  its  god¬ 
parents,  maneuver  for  control  of  its  telephone  plan,  Andorra  protests  the  delay. 

A  taste  for  modern  conveniences  is  slowly  dawning  upon  this  mere  postage 
stamp  of  a  medieval  country,  squeezed  into  mountain  gorges  between  the  border^ 
of  France  and  Spain.  Already  a  bit  of  highway  has  replaced  the  usual  mule  trails 
across  its  entire  width — less  than  20  miles — connecting  its  two  great  neighbors. 

Whole  Nation  Could  Be  Contained  Within  New  York  City  Limits 

With  an  extent  only  about  two-thirds  the  area  of  New  York  City,  the  whole 
country  contains  approximately  5,000  people,  not  even  one-thousandth  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  metropolis.  Although  a  mere  infant  in  size,  Andorra  is  by  no  means 
a  youth  among  nations.  Its  government  has  survived  longer  than  that  of  any  large 
European  country,  and  it  was  a  sovereign  state  at  least  five  centuries  before  the 
independence  of  the  United  States. 

The  old  “Iron  Cabinet”  (made  of  wood)  for  government  archives  in  Andorra’s 
statehouse  contains  fading  documents  to  indicate  that  the  country  may  be  the  last 
survivor  of  the  Spanish  March,  the  series  of  independent  buffer  states  set  up  by 
Charlemagne  to  ward  off  the  Moors  who  were  overrunning  Spain  and  impatiently 
threatening  France.  A  “constitution”  drawn  up  in  1278,  with  a  few  minor  changes, 
still  regulates  the  government,  which  has  been  called  a  “political  curiosity.”  For 
Andorra  has  a  modern  president  and  two  medieval  princes  as  well,  one  the  Spanish 
Bishop  of  Urgel  and  the  other  the  President  of  France. 

Andorran  *'Dollar-a<Year  Men”  Wear  Strange  Costume 

Andorrans  preserve  even  the  antiquated  appearance  of  their  governing  body. 
When  the  24  members  of  the  Council  of  Notables  meet  in  the  capital,  Andorra 
la  Vella,  to  avoid  a  fine  they  must  appear  in  long  black  gowns,  black  ties,  and  three- 
cornered  black  cocked  hats.  They  really  deserve  the  title  of  “dollar-a-year  men,” 
for  their  salary  is  just  about  that,  paid  to  them  in  either  French  or  Spanish  currency. 
Their  solemn  sessions  convene  in  the  House  of  the  Valleys,  a  simple  stone  capitol 
two-and-a-half  stories  high  whose  plain  little  entrance  is  reached  by  an  alleylike 
shadowed  lane  from  the  public  square. 

Its  name  indicates  the  true  name  and  nature  of  the  country — the  Valleys  of 
Andorra.  It  is  a  network  of  valleys  between  snow-capped  peaks.  In  permanent 
villages  on  the  southern  slopes,  the  inhabitants  spend  their  winters.  In  the  spring 
melting  snow  irrigates  their  little  potato  gardens  on  artificially  terraced  slopes.  But 
in  the  summer  most  of  them  move  to  camps  farther  up  the  mountains,  where  they 
drive  their  flocks  of  cattle  and  sheep  to  graze.  Summer  pastures  can  support  about 
30,000  more  sheep  than  the  Andorrans  can  support  through  the  winter,  so  a 
flourishing  business  is  the  rental  of  pasture  land  to  flocks  from  France  or  Spain. 
During  the  summer  months  only  are  mountain  passes  open  to  their  neighbors. 

The  money  crop  of  Andorra  is  tobacco,  raised  in  small  patches  and  processed 
in  a  half  dozen  tiny  domestic  “factories.”  Of  its  sale,  little  is  recorded,  but  rumors 
of  smuggling  are  the  generally  accepted  explanation. 

There  is  not  a  modern  town  or  village  among  the  thirty  in  the  Republic.  Their 
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the  log  church  built  soon  after  the  “First  Thirty”  French  settlers’  landing.  Here  the  crude 
trading  post  grew  by  attracting  French,  Spanish,  and  German  settlers,  and,  after  the  Louisiana 
Purchase,  a  great  many  Americans.  Although  named  grandiosely  after  Louis  XV,  it  was 
familiarly  called  “Laclede’s  Village”  and  sometimes  “Pain-court"  or  “Bread  Scarcity,”  before 
it  had  got  its  start  as  a  city  of  bakeries. 

The  Court  House  was  the  scene  of  the  famous  Dred  Scott  trial.  History  was  made  in 
St.  L^uis  also,  but  less  dramatically,  when  U.  S.  Grant  was  married  in  a  little  log  house  in 
the  city,  when  Eugene  Field  was  born  there,  and  when  eight  public-spirited  citizens  advanced 
the  capital  for  an  unknown  aviator  to  purchase  a  monoplane  to  be  called  “The  Spirit  of  St. 
Louis.”  As  a  result  of  their  generosity  the  city  has  a  large  collection  of  Lindbergh  trophies 
in  the  Jefferson  Memorial. 

Municipal  Theater,  an  outdoor  amphitheater  seating  10,000,  is  annually  the  scene  of  the 
famous  summer  opera  season.  The  recently  completed  Civic  Center’s  great  auditorium,  where 
the  N.E.A.  will  meet,  makes  opera  a  year-round  possibility.  St.  Louis  attracted  millions  of 
visitors  in  1904  to  its  world  fair,  celebrating  the  lOOth  anniversary  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase.

main  streets  are  usually  mere  donkey  trails  like  those  in  the  rural  sections,  rambling 
between  irregular  rows  of  stone,  wood,  and  mud  houses. 

Even  somber  Andorra  la  Vella  (Andorra  the  Ancient),  the  capital  “city,”  is 
only  a  village  of  narrow,  tortuous  streets,  lined  with  plain  stone  buildings,  resting 
against  the  lowest  slopes  of  a  ridge  of  the  Pyrenees.  The  public  square  here  is  the 
only  one  in  the  country  sufficiently  important  to  have  a  name  of  its  own.  The 
town  has  a  few  shops,  and  a  church  with  a  squat,  square  tower  of  stone. 

Through  the  streets  of  the  capital,  as  well  as  through  other  Andorran  villages, 
there  is  a  constant  parade  of  cargo-laden  donkeys.  They  are  so  laden  with  chests  of 
merchandise,  containers  of  wine,  olive  oil,  beer,  matches,  tobacco,  buckwheat,  and 
even  the  logs  and  stone  for  houses,  that  only  hoofs  and  ears  protrude. 

Bobbed  hair  and  ultra-modern  fashions  may  be  the  rage  in  Madrid  and  Paris, 
but  Andorran  women,  who  work  side  by  side  with  the  men  wringing  a  livelihood 
from  the  soil,  have  clung  to  the  styles  of  their  ancestors.  Small  and  lithe,  they  are 
almost  always  clothed  in  black — black  dresses  and  black  shawls  and  scarfs.  Only 
young  girls  don  gay  costumes.  In  this  country,  however,  they  are  taught  that  it 
is  not  prettiness  that  wins  a  husband,  but  the  reputation  for  being  a  worker.
